3. TAFSIR: 
IT IS ALLAH WHO EXPLAINS AL-QUR’AN 


4. QUL / SAY (MUHAMMAD'S & SAYINGS 
ARE IN AL-QUR’AN) 


AHSANA TAFSIR 


Ahsana_tafsir means the best Explanation, 
Expounding and Interpretation of Al-Qur’an. The 
word tafsir appears only once in the entire Qur’an, 
where we are told that it is Allah (SWT) who will 
explain the Qur’an: 


[25:33] “And no question do they bring to thee 
(i.e. Muhammad) but We (i.e. Allah) reveal to thee 
(i.e. Muhammad) the Truth (Al-Haqq) and the best 
explanation (ahsana tafsiran) (thereof).” 


TASRIF 


Allah provides His tafsir through the method of tasrif, 
i.e. by repeating the same point in various ways and 
in different verses: 


[17:41] “We (Allah) have explained (things) in various 
(ways) (sarrafna) in this Qur’an, in order that they 
may receive admonition, but it only increases their 
flight (from the Truth)!” 


[18:54] “We (Allah) have explained in detail 
(sarrafna) in this Qur’an for the benefit of mankind, 
every kind of similitude: but man is, more than 
anything, contentious.” 


[11:1] “Alif. Lam. Ra. (This is) a Book (i.e. Qur’an), 
with verses basic or fundamental (of established 
meaning), further explained in detail, — from One 


In 25:33 above, Allah (SWT) says that He will answer 
all the questions posed to Muhammad #8. The Arabic 
word Qul (Say) is mentioned hundreds of times in 
Al-Qur’an because Allah answered the questions 
posed to Muhammad &. Some examples: 


[2:215] “(Yas’alunaka) They ask thee (i.e. 
Muhammad) what they should spend (in charity). Say 
(Qui): Whatever ye spend that is good is for parents 
and kindred and orphans and those in want and for 
wayfarers ...” 


[2:217] “(Yas’alunaka) They ask thee (i.e. 
Muhammad) concerning fighting in the prohibited 
month. Say (Qui): Fighting therein is a grave 
(offence); but graver is it in the sight of Allah to 
prevent access to the path of Allah, to deny Him, to 
prevent access to the sacred Masjid, and drive out its 
members...” 


[2:222] “(Yas’alunaka) They ask thee (i.e. 
Muhammad) concerning women’s courses. Say (Qui): 
They are a hurt and pollution: so keep away from 
women in their courses, and do not approach them 
until they are clean ...” 


[7:187] “(Yas’alunaka) They ask thee (i.e. 
Muhammad) about the (final) Hour — when will be its 
appointed time? Say (Qu/): The knowledge thereof is 
with my Rabb (Lord) (alone) ..: (Yas’alinaka) They ask 
thee (i.e. Muhammad) as if thou wert eager in search 
thereof: Say (Qui): The knowledge thereof is with 
Allah (alone), but most men know not.” 


[7:188] Say (Qui): “| (i.e. Muhammad) have no power 
over any good or harm to myself except as Allah 
willeth. If | (i.e. Muhammad) had knowledge of the 
unseen (al-ghayb), | (i.e. Muhammad) should have 
multiplied all good, and no evil should have touched 
me: | (i.e. Muhammad) am but a warner, and a 
bringer of glad tidings to those who have faith 
(Iman).” 


5. ALLAH’S AHSAN AL-HADITH 
(BEST HADITH) IS AL-QUR’AN 


[39:23] “Allah has revealed (from time to time) 
(ahsan_ al-hadith) the most beautiful hadith 
(message) in the form of a Book, (i.e. Al-Qur’an) 
consistent with itself, (yet) repeating (its teaching in 
various aspects): the skins of those who fear their 
Rabb tremble thereat; then their skins and their 
hearts do soften to the celebration of Allah’s praises. 
Such is the guidance of Allah. He (i.e. Allah’s) guides 
therewith whom He (i.e. Allah’s) pleases, but such as 
Allah leaves to stray, can have none to guide.” 


REJECTION OF ALLAH’S AHSAN AL-HADITH 


[68:44] “Then leave Me (i.e. Allah) alone with such as 
reject this Hadith (i.e. Allah’s Qur’anic message): by 
degrees We (i.e. Allah) will punish them (i.e. the 
rejecters of Allah’s Qur’anic message) from directions 
they perceive not.” (Cf. 45:6—10; 7:185; 77:50) 


BOOKS CLAIMING TO BE HADITH ARE IDLE TALES 


[31:6] “But there are, among mankind, those who 
purchase idle tales, (lahw al-hadith) without 
knowledge (or meaning), to mislead (mankind) from 
the path of Allah and throw ridicule (on the path of 
truth, i.e. Al-Qur’an) — for such there will be a 
humiliating penalty.” 


AL-QUR’AN ALONE CONTAINS THE AUTHENTIC 
SAYINGS (HADITH) OF MUHAMMAD 2% 


Warning to those who blindly follow their leaders, 
chiefs, imams, pirs, saints, shaykhs, molvis and muftis, 
etc. instead of studying and following Al-Qur’an: 


[33:67-68] “And they would say: Our Rabb, we 
obeyed our chiefs and our great ones, and they 
misled us as to the (right) path (of Al-Qur’an). Our 
Rabb, give them double penalty and curse them with 
a very great Curse!”

[6:19] “Say (Qu/): What thing is most weighty in 
evidence? Say (Qui): Allah is witness between me (i.e.

Muhammad) by wahy (inspiration), that | (i.e. 
Muhammad) may warn you (all during his time) and 
all whom it (i.e. Al-Qur’an) reaches. Can you possibly 
bear witness that besides Allah there is another 
Deity? Say (Qu/): Nay! | (i.e. Muhammad) cannot bear 
witness! Say (Qu/): But in truth He (i.e. Allah) is the 
one Allah, and | (i.e. Muhammad) truly am innocent 
of (your blasphemy of) joining others with Allah.” 


[Note: In this ayah above, Allah has commanded 
Muhammad FOUR times to Say (Qu/) what Allah 
commanded him to say!] 


6. THOSE WHO WANT OTHER BOOKS 


WARNING IF MUHAMMAD ge SHOULD DEVIATE 
FROM DELIVERING THE QUR’ANIC MESSAGE 


[69:43-47] “(This Qur’an is) a Message sent down 
from the Rabb of the ‘alamin (worlds). And if the 


messenger (i.e. Muhammad) were to invent any 
sayings in Our (i.e. Allah’s) name, We (i.e. Allah) 
should certainly seize him by his (i.e. Muhammad) 
right hand, and We (i.e. Allah) should certainly then 
cut off the artery of his (i.e. Muhammad’s) heart: nor 
could any of you withhold him (from Our wrath).” 


[10:15] “But when Our (i.e. Allah’s) Clear Signs (ayat) 
are rehearsed unto them, those who rest not their 
hope on their meeting with Us (i.e. Allah): (the 
rejecters and unbelievers) say (to Muhammad): Bring 
us a reading other than this Qur’an, or change this: 
Say (Qui): It is not for me (i.e. Muhammad) of 
my own accord to change it (i.e. Al-Qur’an): | (i.e. 
Muhammad) follow naught but what is revealed 
unto me (i.e. Al-Qur’an): if | (i.e. Muhammad) were 
to disobey my Rabb, | (i.e. Muhammad) should 
myself fear the penalty of a great Day (to come).” 


MUHAMMAD ge TO PROCLAIM AL-QUR’AN ONLY 


[21:45] “Say (Qui/): | (i.e. Muhammad) do but warn 
you according to revelation (i.e. Al-Qur’an): but the 
deaf will not hear the call, (even) when they are 
warned!” 


[5:67] “O Messenger (i.e. Muhammad), proclaim the 
(message of Al-Qur’an) which hath been sent to thee 
(i.e. Muhammad) from thy Rabb. If thou (i.e. 
Muhammad) didst not, thou (i.e. Muhammad) 
wouldst not have fulfilled and proclaimed His (i.e. 
Allah’s) mission. And Allah will defend thee from men 
(who mean mischief). For Allah guideth not those 
who reject Faith.” 
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HADITH OF MUHAMMAD

Qur’anic verses such as the ones quoted in this
